cold, dropped to the street, some of 
TEem receiving fractured bones. 
Tho storm began with an icy sitad, 
which »stuck to ear tails and caused a 
speedy abandonment *d railroad and 
trolley schedules. 
Tho Sleet covered 
the sidewalks and streets with ire and 
rendered

Impassable. 
Scores of horses foil und many were 
badly injured that they had to he 
unit d. 
A fme snow sue« oe led tho ; 1< et an ! 
aided 
by the 
wind. 
<• u» plied 
up 
drifts that rhot off 
many suimritan 
points fmm tho city. 
At ft if. m. t he mercury n gist ;red 10 
degrees above zero and continued in 
that vicinity all day. 
The drifts caused a milk famine and 
only a small percentage of the usual 
amount of milk was delivered in the 
city.

roads wete held by snow banks. 
Suffering Among the Poor. 
Owing to the inability of small gro­ 
cers and coal dealers to g e t supplica, 
they ran short and put their wares up 
to famine prices. 
Great suffering r<

The demoralization of the surface 
car service played haves• with those

elevated 
trains ran infrequently, throwing tie* 
bulk of thf traffic from tit»* upper dis­ 
tricts of the* city to the subway. Hv< *i 
th** unde, ground road did not e s c a p e 
the storm. 
At the Times square sta­ 
tion snow drifted in, forming a drift 
five feet high and it was Impossible 
for people to us© the station until th * 
snow had been c leare d away. 
It is estimated that the storm will 
cost the New York City Railway com ­ 
pany over $100,000. 
General Manager 
Oren Root. Jr., of the road said It was 
the worst storm his company had had 
to contend with for ten y a r * 
Though the residents of Manhattan 
had a hard time, their trials were in 
' significant compar ed with residents in 


the TWmx and Brooklyn.

New York, Jan. 5.— Not in several 
years has New' York been visited by a 
storm 
of such 
proportions as 
that 
which commenced Tuesday and con­ 
tinued until early Wednesday. Nine 
inches of snow fell, paralyzing traffic, 
and the marked drop in the tempera­ 
ture brought untold suffering to the 
city’s 
poor. 
The 
blizzard 
caused 
seven deaths in N ew York and vicinity, 
while many persons, overcome by the 
cold, dropped to the street some of 
Them receiving fractured bones. 
The storm began with an icy sleet, 
which stuck to car rails and caused a 
speedy abandonment of railroad and 
trolley schedules. 
The sleet covered 
the sidewalks and streets with ice and 
rendered 
them 
almost 
impassable. 
Scores of horses fell and many were 
so badly injured that they had to be 
killed. 
A fine snow succeeded the sleet and 
aided 
by the 
wind, 
soon piled 
up 
drifts that shut off 
many suburban 
points liom the city. 
At 9 if. m. the mercury registered 10 
degrees above zero and continued in 
that vicinity all day. 
The drifts caused a milk famine and 
only a small percentage of the usual 
amount of milk was delivered in the 
city. 
Milk 
1 rains 
on 
the 
various 
roads were held by snow banks. 


Suffering Among the Poor. 
Owing to the inability of small gro­ 
cers and coal dealers to get supplies, 
they ran short and put their wares up 
to famine prices. 
Great suffering re­ 
sulted in the poorer districts from this 
action. 
Five of the 
seven men 
who met 
death from the storm died from ex ­ 
posure, another slipped 
on the icy 
platform of an elevated station, fell in 
front of an approaching train and was 
ground to pi< '•<*;•>. 
The seventh, L. W. 
Tiler, n conductor on the Pennsylva­ 
nia railroad, blinded by the driving 
snow, stepped 
in front, of the 
c o n ­ 
gressional 
limited train 
at 
South 
Amboy, N J., and was instantly killed. 
The demoralization of the surface 
car service played havoc with those 
going 
to 
business. 
The 
elevated 
trains ran infrequently, throwing the 
bulk of the traffic from the upper dis­ 
tricts of the city to the subway. Even 
the underground road did not escape 
the storm. 
At the Times square sta ­ 
tion snow drifted in, forming a drift 
five feet high and it was Impossible 
for people to use the station until the 
snow had been cleared away. 
It is estimated that the storm will 
cost the New York City Railway com ­ 
pany over $101*.000. 
General Manager 
Oren Root. Jr., of the road said it was 
the worst storm his company had had 
to contend with for ten years*. 
Though the residents of Manhattan 
had a hard time, their trials were in 
significant compared with residents in 


the TUonx and Brooklyn. 
The who’ 
transportation system

broke down just when the morn nr 
travel was at its height and peopl 
were compelled In many instances to 
tramp miles to the nearest “L” sta 
tions.

Peter Grant,

Indictments

The 
indictments against Elliott, Caywood, 
Chandler and the- Itirmrs charge ob­ 
taining money from the city by false 
pretenses, and are the result of the 
Investigation of the alleged Tanner 
creek sewer frauds.

forward to deliver his final m essage. 
He was heartily applauded. 
His m es­ 
sage was a lengthy document, and it 
was well on to the noon hour before 
he finished.

Governor-Elect Johnson stepped 
forward.

of ap­ 
plause from the galleries, but it died 
away quickly when Chief Justice Start 
came forward and proceeded to ad­ 
minister the oath of office. 
The incoming governor 
was con­ 
gratulated by retiring Governor Van 
Sant at the conclusion of the ceremony 
and the legislators and galleries warm­ 
ly applauded him.

gambling. This law, which was passed 
at the last session of the legislature, 
gives the mayor power to close disor­ 
derly houses within four miles of the 
citv and it i> alleged that he failed to 
avail himself of that power. 
An indictment against Chief of Po­ 
lice Hunt is almost 
identical with 
that r turned 
against 
Mayor Will­ 
iams, charging that he knowingly per­ 
mitted a gambling game to be conduct­ 
ed at the Portland club. 
Peter Grant 
and Nathan Solomon are the proprie­ 
tors of the 
club. 
Solomon recently 
was convicted of conducting a gam b­ 
ling house. 
indictments 
were 
also 
returned 
against W. C. Elliott, recently deposed 
as city engineer, his inspectors. .7, M. 
Caywond and Henry Chandler; and E. 
W. and R. M. Miner, contractors. The 
indictments against Elliott, Cay wood. 
Chandler and the Kin«rs charge ob­ 
taining money from the city bv false 
pretenses, and are the result of the 
investigation of the alleged T a n n e r 
creek sewer frauds.

incoming official. 
The senate m em bers entered in a 
body, and in a few minutes later fol­ 
lowed the two officials. 
Accompany­ 
ing them was Chief Justice Start and 
the joint com m ittee appointed to no­ 
tify Governor-Elect Johnson and Gov­ 
ernor Van Sant that the house ami 
senate awaited their convenience. 
As 
they ascended 
the 
platform, 
there was a burst of applause, and the 
two officials 
bowed in 
recognition. 
With Chief Justice Starf, they were 
given seats on the speaker’s platform. 
In answer to Speaker 
Clague's in­ 
troduction. Governor Van Sant stepped 
forward to deliver his final message. 
He was heartily applauded. 
His m e s ­ 
sage was a lengthy document, anti it 
was well on to the noon hour before 
he finished. 
With Governor Van 
S a n t’s re tire ­ 
ment. Governor-Elect Johnson stepped 
forward. 
T h e re 
was a burst 
of a p ­ 
plause from the galleries, but it died 
away quickly when Chief Justice Start 
came forward and proceeded to a d ­ 
minister the oath of office. 
The incoming governor 
was con­ 
gratulated by retiring Governor Van 
Sant at the conclusion of the cerem ony 
and the legislators and galleries w a r m ­ 
ly applauded him. 
Before he could begin the reading 
of his message. R epresentative Hickey 
Rsked tor 
recognition and 
on being 
given tho floor he presented a huge 
picture of Mr. Johnson, the fram e of 
which was formed of roses, to the new 
governor. 
T he picture was placed in 
front of the sp e a k e r ’s 
stand and re­ 
sulted in much applause. 
Given Closest Attention. 
Governor Johnson, 
halting at first, 
seemed to recover himself rapidly and 
the reading of his address proceeded 
with a clearness of tone and sufficient 
loudness to be heard in all parts of 
the house. 
His m essage was given 
the closest attention. 
It was exactly noon when Governor 
Johnson had completed his message, 
and with it Sp eaker Clague announced 
the house a t rest, 
in order tiiat 
the 
mem bers of m o th bodies might per­ 
sonally greet th e new executive. 
The two bodies 
filed by him in a 
line to the right of the sp eaker’s desk, 
and to each 
he gave a hearty 
h a n d ­ 
clasp. 
Added to this, crowds force J 
their way onto the floc~ of the house, 
and the ovation continued to the ex­ 
tent th a t it was nearly 1 o’clock before 
the two bodies could 
seek their re­ 
spective places and adjourn.
